The letter to his sister in part is 
as follows:

—warmer than at home. The drinking 
water is very bad and we have to boll 
all of it. The people certainly like the 
American soldiers as they 
would do 
anything for us. The children are al- 
ways around us, but, of course, we are 
lost as we can't speak their language. 
But we'll pick it up a little at a time. 


We certainly pity the people in this 
:ountry as they are-on a ration and it 
5 mostly bread and cheese. The chil- 
dren don t. even know what candy is 
since the war started. When we gave 
nam some gum they almost went wild 
nujrnr Is scarce over here as well as 


everything else, so tell

home they are lucky compared with 
those over here.

NEW YORK. Aug. 23.—Floyd Gib 


bons, war correspondent for the Chi 
caffo Tribune, is back from the front 
with an *ye shot out. and one arm 
In a sling, and other wounds which 
prove that the men, who cable us the 
newp of the big fight are occasionally 
in it- He was invalided home to re- 
cover from his hurts, but his real er- 
rand is to drive home to the American 
people, in the lectures he will give, two 
warnings, to wit: 


Don't be unduly optimistic over the 


allied successes on the Marne, and. 


Be prepared to withstand the winter 


peace drive that Germany will surelj 
make over here by way of the neutral 
countries if she fails, as she will. TO 
get a military decision this year. 


"There is nothing1 more dangerous 


than the American public's comfortable 
optimism over what too many call the 
allied drive, but which was not really 
a drive," he said yesterday at the Ritz- 
Carlton. 


Finds German Morale Still Good 


"There was no such thing iqtended 


as an allied drive this summer," he 
said, "It wasn't possible. What Foch 
set out to do and what he did was to 
disrupt the German plans, strike at 
them here and here, keep them from 
advancing1. The American people must 
not make the mistake of thinking that 
the morale of the Germans Is broken. 
The morale of the Boche -soldiers fight- 
ing at the front is excellent; I wouldn't 
say it is as fine as that of the allies, 
but it is still high- Those who lose 
their nerve are, I suppose, sent to the 
rear, where they are put at digging 
roads and work like that. 


'But there is no doubt that Germany 


is sick of the war, and that is where 
our danger comes in. Feelers will be- 
gin to corne out to us through Holland 
and Switzerland, suggestions from the 
neutral countries 
that 
Germany is 


ready to make treaties; she will give 
up Alsace-Lorraine, she will do this and 
that. The word will be spread through 
this country In that subtle way of 
it'hich Germany is master—and then 
is the time for America to stiffen her 
back, and clench her fist, and say, 'No 
decision but a military decision!' 


'Germany's appeal will be made to 


the weak sisters, those people who may 
say 'Look at our casualty list—they 
were big in the Marne fighting, and 
how much bigger they will be when 
the spring offensive begins. Germany's

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23—The fact 


ttiat there now is a shortage in war 
work of 1,000,000 unskilled laborers and 
that the reserve of skilled workers is 
exhausted developed yesterday at a 
obnference of field agents of the fed- 
eral employment service. Further cur- 
tailment of non-essential production is 
planned' to release men for war work. 


The labor shortage is so serious that 


completion of a number of important 
war projects for the army and navy is 
being delayed, it was stated at the con- 
ference. The field agents decided that 
the only way in which the needed la- 
borers could be secured was to take 
them from non-essential industry. 


"The time has come for the entire 


nation to realize that business as usual 
is not longer 
possible," • Nathan A. 


Smythe, assistant director of the em- 
ployment service told the conference. 
"If we are to end the war quickly the 
production of luxuries and non-essen- 
tials in this country must come to an 
end. It is a question of winning the 
war quickly or having It dragged on in- 
definitely. 


"Manufacturers must give up the cre- 


ation of needless goods, workers must 
be willing to change from non-essen- 
tial to war production^ even at a hard- 
ship to themselves; the public at large 
must stop buying luxuries and thereby 
make the problem of curtailing non- 
essentials easier." 


An indication of how the non-essen- 


tials may be combed was given yester- 
day when the community labor board , 
of the District of Columbia announced 
a, list of 24 classes of work regarded as 
non-essential. 
Employers 
of 
these 


classes are called on to voluntarily re- 
lease'the unskilled Jabor for war work. 
Community boards are being organized 
throughout the country by the depart- 
ment of labor, and they are to work in 
close co-operation 
with local 
draft 
boards. 


EXPLOSION WRECKS

U. S. After Trip to England

"Spirit of Allied Nations Nev- 


er More Steadfast or More 
Resolute," He Says 


NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—Sir Robert L. 


Borden, premier of Canada, arrived 
here today after a 10 weeks' stay in 
England and France, firm "in the con- 
viction." as he expressed it, "that nev- 
er was the spirit of the allied nations 
more steadfast or more resolute than 
at present." 


America's mighty effort in send ing- 


more than a million men to France 
was the deciding factor, riot only in 
strengthening the morale of the allies, 
but in bringing victory out of defeat 
on the western front, he said. 


"It is beyond question that the vic- 


tories of the past four weeks would 
not have been possible, except for the 
American divisions which, have taken 
their place in the batile line," he con- 
tinued. 
"All Europe is impressed by 


the 
Americans' 
splendid 
physique, 


their resourcefulness ad adaptability; 
the remarkable rapidity and thorough- 
ness with which they have acquired 
necessary training and, finally, the 
magnificent fighting qualities they have 
displayed in "every battle in which tliey 
have bsen tested. 


"There is most effective and harmon- 


ious co-opera tiori among the arm IPS 
of the United States, Great Bi'itain and 
France. From Sir David Bcatty as well 


from Admiral Sims and Admiral 


Rodman I know that this is equal's/- 
true of the 
British 
and 
American 


navies." 


'As one of the free nations of the 


Britannic commonwealth, Canada un- 
dertook her part in this war of her 


wn free will by the voice of her par- 


liament and under a compelling reali- 
zation of her duty to that common- 
wealth and to humanity," he continued. 
"She fights with no aggressive or sel- 
fish purpose, but to secure the peace of 
tho world, to safeguard liberty and 
to maintain public rights. She is thor- 
oughly conscious that vast responsibil- 
ities will rest upon the allied nations 
and especially on the British and Amer- 
ican commonwealths when conditions of 
peace, come to be determined. 


'I firmly believe that the future 


peace 'of the world rests largely and 
indeed, chielly, upon the unity of pur- 
pose and action 
between 
these two 


democracies. 
Unless this tremendous 


responsibility is realized and mat, wo 
shall not have 
fulfilled 
our highest 


duty to this or to future £e no ratio a 3. 
With nations, as with individuals, pow- 
er is inseparable from responsibility;

BIG WIRELESS SYSTEM 


BETWEEN JAPAN MOILS. 


TOKYO, July 30. (Correspondence of 


the Aseoclated Press.)—The installation 
of a new high power wireless system 
between Japan and the United States 
is actively occupying the department 
of communication. 
Officials announce 


that the project is a result in part of 
the great congestion and delay in ca- 
ble transmission which prevents de- 
sired freedom of communication be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 


The proposed station would work 


with a station on tho Pacific coast, the 
site * of which probably will be near 
San Francisco—a 
distance 
of 
4600 


miles. This would be one of the long- 
est direct 
wireless 
services in tho 


world. 
The estimated cost is about 


$400,000. A cable line from Japan to 
Guam alone would cost $3,000,000.

Disaster is reported to be threatening the whole German army on 


this front and the Germans are throwing great masses of men into the 
struggle in the hope of checking the tide of battle which despatches 
from British headquarters say is setting against them. 


From the north end of the battle line, at Boi Ry-Beeqynerelle, 


Boelles and Gomiecourt, come tidings of a British advance. 
JFeaultc, 


near Albert, has been wrested from the Germans. 


Happy valley, south of Meaulte and north of Bray, has also been 


taken, it is reported. 


South of the Somme the towns of Chuignolles and Herleville are 


said to have been captured. 


BRITISH 
GAIN 
OVER 
MILE 


The British appear to' have plunged deep into the vital positions 


held^ by the Germans as a protection to their right 
flank. 
The exact 


line as it now stands cannot be given, but some of the towns taken by 
the British are almost a mile inside of the positions where the Germans 
are believed to have stood yesterday ;md the greatest advance is said 
to be two miles. 


When it is realized the fighting on this front is along lines which 


were strongly intrenched by the Germans and held by them until the great 
British offensive before Albert in 1016, the importance of the advance 
made today is augmented. 


British and German armies are locked in a mighty battle today over 


a 25 mile front from Lihons, six miles south of the Somme river, to the 
Cojeul river, southwest of Arras. 


BIG ADVANCE FOR FRENCH 


French troops have occupied the southern banks of the Oise and 


the Ailette between Sempiguy, south of Xoyon, to the railroad bridge 
west of Coney-lc-Chateau. 


South of Coiiey-le-C'hateau, they have reached the outskirts of 


Gtiny and Pont-St. Jlard. 
This progress brings them still further 


toward the rear of the German forces holding the hills north of Soissons 
and within three miles of the German positions north of Cbemin-dcs- 
Damcs, as they stood before the offensive of May 27.

sidered as non-essential. 


Notices have been served on the 20 


or more industries affected directing 
that voluntary releases be given to em- 
ployes, so that they can engage in war 
work. Jobs will be given to those re- 
leased as fast as they ajjply. 


The industries and occupations classed 


as non-essential are: 
Automobile in- 


dustry accessories, including chauffeurs 
of touring cars and men engaged in 
cleaning, 
repairing 
and 
delivering 


them; drivers and guides of sightseeing 
cars and vehicles; automobile truck 
drivers engaged in work other than the 
delivery of coal, or for the government; 
teamsters on jobs other than handling 
products for war work; bath and bar- 
ber shop attendants; keepers and at- 
tendants of bowling alleys and billiard 
and pool rooms; bottlers and workers 
n bottling establishments; candy man- 
ufacturers and handlers of cigars and 
cigarettes; managers and employes of 
cleaning and dyeing establishments; 
employes of clubs; workers in confec- 
tion and delicatessen shops. 


Also builders and contractors en- 


gaged on structures for other than war 
work; keepers and employes of dancing 
academies and schools; male clerks of 
stores and mercantile places; mana- 


ers and employes of florists' shops; 
weepers of fruit stands; Junk dealers 
and their employes; men employed in 
ivery and sales stables; pawnbrokers 
and their clerks and runners; peanut 
venders and establishments; keepers 
and employes of shoe shining shops; 
window cleaners and washers; keepers 
and employes of soft drink establish- 
ments; venders and salesmen of soda 
fountain supplies. 


The list was accompanied by a state- 


ment of policies, giving the following 
definitions of necessary work: 


"For the purposes of the centralizing 


of the war labor recruiting program 
'war work' means: 


"The manufacture of products or the 


erection of structures directly or indi- 
rectly supplied to some department of 
the government for use in connection 
with the .war. 'Indirecfty supplied* in- 
cludes goods deliverecwajjider sub-con- 
tacts to government Contractors. 


"Coal mining is wholly war work. 
"Railroads and farms are engaged in 
ar work to the extent that under this 
•ogram they are protected from all 


recruiting- by other industries. 


The making' of products which may 


ultimately be used for war purposes, 
but which are not to be delivered either 
directly to the government or to some 
contractor who uses them In producing 
or as a part of products to be delivered 
to the government, is 'not' considered 
war work."

NEW TORK, Aug.'23.—Floyd Gib- 


bo'ns, war correspondent for the Chi- 
cago Tribune, is back from the front 
with an eye shot out, and one ar.-n 
in a sling, and other wounds which 
pr6ve that the men who cable us the 
news of the big fight are occasionally 
in it. 
He was invalided home to re- 


cover from his hurts, but his real er- 
rand is to drive home to the American 
people, in the lectures he will give, f-vo 
warnings, to wit: 


Don't he unduly optimistic over the 


allied successes on the Marne, and. 


Be prepared to withstand the winter 


peace drive that Germany will surely 
make over here by way of the neutral 
countries if she fails, as she will, 
get a military decision this year. 


"There is nothing 
more dangerous 


than the American public's comfortable 
optimism over what too many call the 
allied drive, but which was not really 
a drive," he said yesterday at the Ritz- 
Carlton. 


Finds German Morale Still Good 


"There was no such thing intended 


as an allied drive this summer." he 
said. "It wasn't possible. What Foch 
set out to do and what he did was to 
disrupt the German plans, strike at 
them here and here, keep them from 
advancing. The American people must 
not make the mistake of thinking that 
the morale of the Germans is broken. 
The morale of the Boche soldiers fight- 
ing at the front is excellent; I wouldn't 
say it Is as fine as that of the allies, 
but it is still high. 
Those who lose 


their nerve are, I suppose, sent to the 
rear, where they are put at digging 
roads and work like that. 


'But there is no doubt that Germany 


is sick of the war, and that is where 
our danger comes in. Feelers will be- 
gin to come out to us through Holland 
and Switzerland, suggestions from the 
neutral countries 
that 
Germany is 


ready to make treaties; she will give 
up Alsace-Lorraine, she will do this and 
that. The word will be spread through 
this country in that subtle way o£ 
ivhich Germany is master—and then 
is the time for America to stiffen her 
back, and clench her fist, and say, 'No 
decision but a military decision!'

at a 


conference of field agents of the fed- 
eral employment service. Further cur- 
tailment of non-essential production is 
planned to release men for war work. 


The labor shortage is so serious that 


completion of a number of important 
war projects for the army and navy is 
being- delayed, it was stated at the con- 
ference. The field agents decided that 
the only way in which the needed la- 
borers could be secured was to take 
them from non-essential industry. 


"The time has come for-the entire 


nation to realize that business as usual 
is not longer possible," Nathan A. 
Smythe, assistant director of the em- 
ployment service told the conference. 
"If we are to end the war quickly the 
production of luxuries and non-essen- 
tials in this country must come to an 
end. It is a question of winning the 
war quickly or having- it dragged on in- 
definitely. 


"Manufacturers must give up the cre- 


ation of needless goods, workers must 
be willing to change from non-essen- 
tial to war production, even at a hard- 
ship to themselves; the public at large 
must stop buying luxuries and thereby 
make the problem of curtailing non- 
essentials easier." 


An indication of how the non-essen- 


tials may be combed was given yester- 
day when the community labor board 
of the District of Columbia, announced 
a list of 24 classes of work regarded as 
non-essential. 
Employers 
of 
these 


classes are called on to voluntarily re- 
lease the unskilled labor for war work. 
Community boards are being- organized 
throughout the country by the depart- 
ment of labor, and they are to work in 
close co-operation with local draft 
boards.

the educational system Is the frequent 
trips of school classes, possible be- 
cause the government railways reduce 
the fares for them almost to nothing, 
and it la easy to carry a lunch of rice 
and fish, and the native inns make re- 
duced rates anyway, if it is necessary 
to stay oyernigM. 


And now the shrine of Ise! About a 


week before Kotaro had brought homa 
to his father Jlro Tanaka a letter from' 
the principal of the 
Sonobe 
village 


school. The letter said the school prog- 
ress had been so; commendable, and 
the school funds were in such sood 
shape—in Japan where there is less 
money for that sort of thing than In 
almost any other civilized country— 
that the two classes of the school to 
which Gins and Kotaro belonged were 
to have an excursion to Ise. 


It would cost each child SO sen, or 


40 cents, and the school would furnish 
a like sum for each pupil. If Ging and 
Kotaro could go, father .Jiro was to 
write his consent to the principal. 


Ise. the great national 'shrine 'o 


which every male Japanese must make 
a. pilgrimage at least once in his life! 
But twice 40 cents are 80 cents—more 
than a yen and a half—almost half a 
week's earnings for father Jiro, and 
money was scarce in the Tanaka home.

Soldiers of Steel 


An "automatic soldier" is one of the 


.aiest developments in weapons of war. 
A Danish engineer has recently taken 
out a patent for an apparatus to -which 
he has given his name. It consists of 
a steel cylinder normally within a large 
cylinder, the whole being sunk into 
he ground vertically. By means of a 
mechanism operated by wireless the 
nner cylinder rises to a height of IS 
nches from the ground and an auto- 
matic rifle mounted on the inner cylin- 
der fires. 100 shots in any given direc- 
tion.

controlled from a central position some 
four or five miles behind the line of
